COLOMBO, Ceylon (AP) - 


Conservative 
Prime 
Minister 


Dudley Senanayake resigned to- 
day in the wake of a landslide 
election victory for Mrs. Sirlma- 
vo Bandaranaike's leftist coali- 
tion. 


Ceylon prepared for a sharp 


turn to the left in domestic and 
foreign policies as Mrs. Bandar- 
anaike, in 1960 the world's first 
woman prime minister, awaited 
Governor General William Go- 
pallawa's call to form a new 
cabinet. 


Returns for 138 of the 151 


elected seats in the House of 
Representatives gave Mrs. Ban- 
daranaike's leftist coalition the 
largest parliamentary majority 
in Ceylon's 21 years of Inde- 
pendence and her Freedom par- 
ty a majority on its own without 
its two Communist allies. 


The coalition had 108 seats, in- 


cluding 85 for the Freedom par- 
ty, 18 for the Trotskyite Com- 
munists and 5 for the pro-Mos- 
cow Communists. In addition, 
Mrs. 
Bandaranaike as prime 


minister will appoint six other 
members to parliament. 
The combined opposition had 
only 30 seats : 14 for Senana- 
yake's United National party, 15 
for two parties representing the 
Tamil minority and one inde- 
pendent. 


Senanayake 
won a narrow 


victory in his district, but at 
least 10 of his 17 cabinet minis- 
ters were defeated. 


Mrs. 
Bandaranaike, 
a 53- 


year-old 
widow 
of 
another 


prime minister, won her own 
seat by a huge majority of 
21,723 votes. Senanayake's win- 
ning margin in his district was 
1,067. 


The leftist coalition in its 


campaign promised to national- 
ize foreign banks, take over the 
export-import trade, set up peo- 
ples' committees to watch the 
activities of government offi- 
cials and businessmen and re- 
strict newspapers that backed 
Senanayake. 


It also pledged to extend full 


diplomatic recognition to North 
Vietnam, North Korea and the 
Viet Cong's Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government as well as 
suspend relations with Israel 
until it withdraws from Arab 
territory taken in the 1967 war. 


Senanayake, 
a 
58-year-old 


bachelor, based his campaign 
on his efforts to build amity be- 
tween the Buddhist Sinhala ma- 
jority and the largely Hindu 
Tamil minority. He appeared to 
have been hurt by a cut in the 
rice ration in 1968 from four to 
two pounds a week. 


Mrs. 
Bandaranaike 
headed 


the government from 1960 to 
1965 
after the assassination of 


her husband, Solomon Bandar- 
anaike, by a Buddhist monk in 
1959.

Pull Troops 
Out of Korea

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon is starting to plan for 
removing 
some 
U.S. troops 


from South Korea, sources say. 


The withdrawal, which may 


start late next year, will be 
gf adual, probably involving less 
than a division at the start, it 
was indicated. 


A hint of this was dropped 


Wednesday by Secretary of De« 
fense 
Melvin R. Laird in a 


speech. 


"Although I am unable to dls* 


cuss today specific details of ad* 
ditional troop reductions in the 
Pacific or Asian area," Laird 
said, "we are already working 
on plans for such actions as we 
reduce our role of world police- 
man in favor of the Nixon doc- 
trine . . ." 


Defense sources said the plan- 


ning 
involves 
South 
Korea, 


where the United States has 
about 
64,000 
Army and Air 


Force troops stationed. 


A severe budget squeeze is 


the driving force behind current 
planning 
for 
bringing some 


American troops out of Korea, 
although the action is in line 
with the Nixon doctrine stress- 
ing self-reliance 
by Asian na- 


tions in their ground defenses. 


The United States has pledged 


to maintain its present troop 
commitment in South Korea and 
in the NATO area of Western 
Europe until mid-1971, but not 
beyond that time. 


Indications are that reduction 


of the 300,000 man U.S. force in 
Europe will be relatively small 
because as Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers has said, 
NATO is "the most important 
security alliance that we have." 


The United States has been 


supporting and helping develop 
the South Korean army for 20 
years and U.S. military experts 
consider it a very good fighting 
force, 
able to hold its own 


against a possible North Korean 
thrust. 


More than two Korean divi- 


sions are in Vietnam and U.S. 
officials 
expcet some form of 


compensation, perhaps sizable 
amounts of modern arms and 
equipment, in exchange for the 
pullout of some U.S. troops from 
Korea. 


In line with the Nixon doc- 


trine, 
which permits U.S. air 


and naval support for Asian 
ground forces, the United States 
is likely to retain most of the 
Air Force units now deployed in 
South Korea.

Control Your Heartburn 


By Your Eating Habits 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I get a severe heart- 


burn every time I drink cof- 
fee or orange juice or take 
aspirin. What can I do to get 
rid of all that acid and what 
can 
I 
take 
in place of 


aspirin? 


A—If you don't have peptic 


ulcer or'gall bladder disease, 
you should be able to control 
your heartburn by avoiding 
the things that you have 
f o u n d aggravate it—often 
greasy 
or 
highly 
spiced 


foods. Eat slowly. Chevy your 
food thoroughly. Don't cat 
when you are under a nerv- 
ous strain. If you do have a 
bout of heartburn, take one 
of the many antacids that 
are available. Those 
with 


coating action usually give 
the best results. 


In place of aspirin, you 


could take acetaminophen 
(Tenipra, Tylenol). Although 
no prescription is needed, 
this drug should not be taken 
regularly for more than 10 
days. 


Q—I had heartburn for 40 


years and no doctor could 
help me. Then I found that 
if I drink black coffee, Sanka 
or tea without milk or cream 
every morning, I don't have 
heartburn. Perhaps this will 
help others. 


A—One man's meat is an- 


other man's poison. In many 
persons w i t h heartburn, 
cream will bring on an at- 
tack but skimmed milk can 
be taken freely and 
may 


even relieve it. 


Q—Is it harmful in any 


way to eat baking powder? 


A—Baking p o w d e r con- 


tains baking soda, cream of 
tartar, starch and sodium 
aluminum sulfate or calcium 
phosphate. I never heard of 
anyone eating it straight- 
must be an acquired taste. 
Small amounts would not be

LOHOKE, Ark. (AP)- A re- 


search project on mouqaito con- 
trol in Arkansas' ricelands and 
on the effect, of insecticides on 
aquatic life will begin Monday. 


The project is a joint effort 


of the University of Arkansas 
and the city of Lonoke aad will 
be under supervision of Dr. J. 
L. Lancaster an1 Dr. M. V. 
Meisch of Fayetteville, U of A 
entomologists.

university professors call them

Summer 
Joblessness 
Is Problem

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice 


President Spiro T. Agnew has 
summoned 
the 
President's 


Council on Youth opportunity to 
a rare meeting amid signs that 
a summer unemployment prob- 
lem of massive proportions is 
building in the nation's cities. 


Officials 
said 
the council, 


composed of representatives of 
Cabinet departments and the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, 
has met in general session only 
once in the past eight months. 


But an administration spokes- 


man denied the meeting, set for 
Thursday, was an emergency 
session. He said it was called to 
bring the various domestic de- 
partments together for an esti- 
mate of employment commit- 
ments and to discuss summer 
recreational plans and needs. 


Government figures show the 


unemployment 
rate 
among 


black teenagers has hit 45 per 
cent in Los Angeles and 40 per 
cent in Detroit. Nationwide, ur- 
ban specialists are forecasting a 
30 per cent unemployment rate 
among black youths this sum- 
mer. 


"The catalyst" for Thursday's 


council meeting, the spokesman 
said, "Is that we are approach- 
ing the summer and want to see 
before the end of the fiscal year 
what's being spent and where 
and what the targets and objec- 
tives are of the several agencies 
involved," 


The spokesman, who asked 


not to be identified, said it was 
coincidental 
that the council 


was meeting on the same day 
that Sen. Jacob Javits, R'N.Y., 
plans to introduce a bill that 
would add $100 million and 
227,000 job slots to the Neighbor- 
hood Youth Corps' summer pro* 
gram. 


The Nixon administration hag 


announced a $146 million prot 
gram that would provide 338,000 
summer jobs. A Labor Depart' 
rnent spokesman said this would 
be augmented later with special 
contingency funds for the na« 
lion's 50 largest cities. 


The need for an expanded 


NYC program and continuation 
o| the $35 million OEO summer 
recreation program have been 
championed for weeks by urban 
advocates, particularly the Na* 
tional League of Cities and the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors. 


The joint organisation, the 


lobbying and research arm for 
the nation's cities, citing Bureau 
o| l&bor Statistics' figures, says 
one of every three ghetto dwell* 
ers between the ages of \Q aad 
2J will be unemployed this sum- 
jner, barring government intert 
vent|on or a sudden economic 
upswing.

This is my twenty-second year 


as a driver, and I enjoy running 
thu 500 more than all the other 
races put together. 


The crowd, and everything 


else surrounding the race, real- 
ly gets you going. I guess foot- 
ball coaches call it gettingfired- 
up, I'll guarantee 
you when 


Tony Hulman says "Gentlemen, 
start your engines," the old 
heart will be running flat-out al- 
ready. 


It's hard to describe the tre- 


mendous feeling I get during 
the race. It's better'n hooking a 
10-pound bass on a lazy day. 
Next to racing, I think fishing 
is the greatest thrill in the 
world. . .when they're biting. 


You feel like there's more to 


run for at Indy. Aside from the 
money, the crowd affects every- 
body. . .makes you run harder. 
I don't think 
anybody would 


feel like running 500 miles at 
the speed you have to run here 
if there were only three or four 
thousand people watching. 


Lotsa people have asked me 


what I think about during the 
race itself. Well, the race itself 
takes all of your attention and 
you don't have time to think 
about anything else. I try to 
keep my mind on the track and 
Wiat kind of shape it's in. I 
think about how hard I've got 
to run to catch up to the .lead-. 
ers. If I'm running with them, 
I think about how to stay there. 
I don't like to abuse my equip- 
ment. 


If you have to abuse yourself 


and your equipment, you're cut- 
ting down your odds of finish- 
ing the race, much less winning 
it. For about three hours, you're 
trying to out-think the other 
drivers, trying to out-run them. 


1 hope about four of the guys 


who are starting up there ahead 
of me will race each other hard 
right from the start. I believe 
in odds, and the odds are that 
at least three of those four 
won't finish. 


They'll 
be 
abusing 
their 


equipment 
and 
taking 
more 


chances 
than they have to. 


When you're racing somebody 
hard, you're naturally wearing 
your equipment more. You're 
putting more stress and strain 
on everything, the engine, the 
chassis, the tires, every part 
and piece. 


I think the Mongoose I drive, 


built by my chief mechanic, 
Dave Laycock, is the strongest 
car I've seen or driven. How 
did we get the name Mon- 
goose? Well, several years ago, 
everybody started naming their 
chassis after animals. Dave fig- 
ured a Mongoose had to be the 
fastest thing in the world. It 
even whips up on rattlesnakes. 


With Dave's ability, I have 


tremendous confidence in my 
car. The first two races we ran 
this year, I was involved in two 
pretty good accidents 
but I 


managed to finish both — with 
pretty good results, I was third 
at Phoenix and first at Trenton. 


I slammed into Art Pollard at 


Phoenix and ran up over a car 
at Trenton. Both times, I really 
banged it around, Most cars 
would have broken something, 
.hitting as hard as I did, but 
these two bumps didn't even 
bend the car. 


I don't have any worries in a 


race wondering if something is 
going to break,, ,1 know some 
drivers do,, .and, that can be a 
big factor in a driver's mind.

Needs 
in Baseball 
to Survive

ist without the reserve system 
will be attacked in cross exami* 
nation Thursday in the seventh 
day of Curt Flood's $3 million 
anti-trust suit against baseball.

Flood, formerly a star center 


fielder with the St. Louis Card!* 
nals, balked at reporting to the 
Philadelphia Phillies after he 
was 
traded last 
winter and 


brought suit against the base- 
ball establishment One of his 
main targets is the reserve sys- 


tem, a complex set of rules that 
provide a club with the option to 
renew a player's contract each 
year. 


Executives of other sports 


have testified to the way their 
reserve systems operate. Foot- 
ball, for instance, lias a clause 
that permits a player to play 
one year after his contract has 
expired and then become a free 
agent. 


Kuhn said the football system 


would be "very bad" for base- 
ball because he would be con- 
cerned about the integrity of the 
game and the effects on equal 
competition. 


"In our game," said Kuhn, 


"and in our game alone, I am 
not talking about football. If a 
player could play out his option 
there would be the built-in evils 
of 
tampering and behind the 


scenes negotiations that tend to 
shake the public confidence in 
the game." 


Kuhn said it was impossible to 


compare baseball and football 
in economic operation because 
football lias a ready made play- 
er development system in the 
colleges and baseball has to 
support a minor league system. 
He also said he thought it was 
easier to replace a guard or a 
blocking 
tackle 
than a Tom 


Seaver or a player on the Balti- 
more Orioles. 


The commissioner had found 


problems in several alter natives 
to the reserve system given in 
previous testimony by Hall of 
Famer 
Hank Greenberg and 


Marvin Miller, executive direc- 
tor of the Major League Base- 
ball Players Association. 


Miller liad suggested the op' 


tion be restricted to a definite 
number of years. Kuhn said this 
would open the door to a player 
dealing with another club while 
still with his first club and pos- 
sible tampering. He claimed the 
richer teams would tend to sign 
the most players and the stars 
would gravitate to the richer 
teams. 


As for Miller's suggestion that 


competitive leagues might be 
organized, 
Kuhn said, "that 


would destroy the game as it 
now exists." 


Kuhn said he felt the decision 


of the players association to 
back the Flood case was a "se- 
rious mistake." He insisted the 
matter of considering any modi- 
fications of the reserve system 
should be a subject for bargain- 
ing between players and clubs. 
He said Miller's proposals were 
all generalized and imprecise. 


The reserve system was put 


on the shelf in recent bargaining 
maneuvers 
by mutual agree- 


ment. 


Kulm pointed out that there 


were "very important conces- 
sions in other areas" in the own- 
er-player bargaining, 


In his arguments that base- 


ball could not survive without 
the reserve system, Kuhn went 
back to the 1871-1879 period 
when no reserve system existed. 


"The climate was extremely 


evil," he said, "and it was 
cured by an effective reserve 
system and a strong central 
government." 


The commissioner lad spoken 


of those pre-reserve days when 
players jumped from one team 
to another during the season, 
and gambling, dishonesty and 
rowdiness were commonplace.
